Editors Note: The following summary of H.R. 1193 shows that it is perhaps the worst 
piece of legislation to hit the gun owners to date. Presently it is alive and well. Do 
not waste a moment in informing your legislators of your thoughts on this matter. 

Action now is the only way to combat such misinformed attempts at solving our 
problems. This summary was sent to us by Duncan Barnes, Director of Public 
Relations for Winchester. In it William E. Talley, Sr., Vice President, lays out the 
possibilities and urges action to defend the rights of American citizens. We agree.

1. New License Fees. Fee for manufacturers of all firearms would be $500; fee for manufacturers of firearms 
other than handguns would be $200; fee for manufacturers of ammunition would be $200: Fee for wholesale 
dealers in firearms would be $125; fee for retail dealers in firearms would be $50; fee for ammunition retail 
dealer would be $25. 


2. License Renewal. Before the license of a manufacturer or importer is to be renewed, the Secretary of 
Treasury is to inspect the premises. Note: This does not apply to dealers. 


3. Additional Requirements for Obtaining a License. An applicant for a license must (1) inform the chief 
law enforcement officer in his jurisdiction that he is applying for a license; (2) maintain secure premises in 
accordance with regulations promulgated by the Secretary. 

4. Suspension of Licenses. The Secretary may suspend or revoke licenses. Procedures for parties wishing to 
contest suspension or revocation of their licenses are provided. 

5. Regulation of Carriers. (1) Carriers of arms and ammunition will be required to comply with regulations 
to be promulgated by the Secretary. (2) Carriers will be required to report loss or theft of firearms or ammuni- 
tion to the Secretary within 48 hours. 

6. Unlawful Sales. It will be unlawful for any person to sell or otherwise dispose of any firearm or ammuni- 
tion to any person (except a licensee) “unless he foe or has reason to believe that the transferee is not 
prohibited from possessing, shipping, transporting, or receiving a firearm or ammunition.” 

7. Sales by Licensees. No licensee shall sell a firearm to any person residing in a jurisdiction with registration 
or waiting period requirements without notifying the local law enforcement officer in that jurisdiction of 

that sale. 

8. Multiple Sales. No person may purchase, and no person may sell to. any person, more than one handgun 
per month. 

9. Importation of Handgun Parts. The importation of handgun parts for use in the manufacture or assembly 
of concealable (i.e. illegal) handguns will be illegal. 

10. Serial Numbers. Serial numbers are to be standardized by the Secretary. 

11. Report of Thefts. All licensees will be required to report to the Secretary losses or thefts of firearms and 
ammunition. 

12. Mandatory Penalties. Mandatory penalties for use of a firearm in the commission of certain violent 
crimes are provided for. 

13. Ban on Concealable Handguns. The manufacture or assembly of “‘concealable handguns” as defined by 
factoring criteria is prohibited, with certain exceptions. Note that this does not apply to existing handguns. 
No licensee may sell, transfer, or otherwise deliver a concealable handgun, with certain exceptions. 

14. Congressional Review. Congress will have 30 days to veto any rule, regulation, or order promulgated by 
the Secretary under this act. 

15. Handgun Purchase Preclearance. Anyone purchasing a handgun from a dealer is subject to a record check 
by local and federal authorities. The dealer must wait at least 14 days before he may sell or transfer the gun 
to the buyer. If no response is received within 28 days, the dealer may proceed with the sale.

PRODUCT REPORT 


TARGET SCOPE 

Recently introduced by Redfield for 
the serious varmint hunter and target 
shooter the RM 6400 offers a receiver 
mounted scope in 16, 20 or 24 power. 
Our sample scope is a 24X. 

The scope arrived some time ago and 
was installed on a Heavy Varmint 222 
for testing. The initial aggregate fired 
with this scope was a .3060. Other 
groups and aggregates were within the 
range of the rifle’s capability. Optically 
the scope was clear and sharp. 

A further look at this scope revealed 
that it was well made and bright in ap- 
pearance, in keeping with the Redfield 
tradition. Our sample had an eye relief 
of three inches, as advertised, and 
covered a field of view of 4.5 feet at 100 
yards. The weight was 18 ounces and 
_.the overall length was 17 inches. This 
put the scope in the lighter than usual 
receiver mounted category which many 
competitors are seeking to gain both 
weight and freedom from placing one 
scope base on the barrel. 

The sample scope was equipped with 
1/4 MOA adjustments, made with the 
large knobs, but 1/8 MOA clicks have 
been introduced since our sample 
arrived. Some shooters will prefer the 
smaller adjustments. Each click was 
distinctly felt and heard. 

One very interesting feature of the 
scope is the way in which parallax ad-

justments are made. On top of the ob- 
jective bell the various yardages are 
marked in white with “V” nothces 
pointed toward the shooter. The 
parallax adjusting ring is also marked 
with yardages, represented by lines. To 
make an adjustment just turn the line to 
match the tip of the ‘“V” for that 
distance and the setting is made. Of 
course, these may not be perfect on 
every range but they are close and easy 
to set. It is a good system.

Further exploring the specifications 
we find that the maximum internal ad- 
justment is 60 MOA, plenty for all types 
of shooting. Depending on the 
shooter’s choice a crosshair of .125 
(MCH) or .093 (FCH) can be obtained. 
For varmints the MCH would be a better 
choice, with the FCH taking first spot 
on the target line. 

Mounting systems from Redfield in- 
clude the standard Target Rings and 
Mounts, 5.5 ounces, JR or SR Rings 
and Mounts (7 ounces for JR and 6 
ounces for SR) or the FR system at 3.5 
ounces. Any will work well with the FR 
getting the nod for Light Varmint and 
Sporter use. Our scope was mounted in 
FR bases and rings. 

Back to the testing. Not being equip- 
ped for the various sophisticated tests 
of optics we limited the investigation to 
what most people would be concerned 
with: ‘How does it work?”. 

Parallax is adjusted as mentioned 
earlier. The test scope initially was off 
the mark at any distance by about 1/4 
inch. This is within the expected 
variation from range to range and 
presented no problem. 

Focus of the ocular lense was ac- 
complished in the usual manner by 
looking at the sky while making minor 
adjustments. A word of caution. Do not 
stare through the glass while doing 
this. Make a change, look, change 
again and continue till the crosshair is 
clear immediately. 

The first test was impact. We fired a 
group in the center of a target. Then a 
group was fired at a point two inches to 
the right. This was repeated to the left, 
up and down with the scope being 
returned to the zero point after each 
group. When all these were finished a 
group was fired on center with all shots 
staying in the original group. The ad- 
justments were positive. 

After shooting various rifles with this 
scope attached we received a new 
Sporter Class rifle and promptly put the 
6400 on top. While testing loads

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something must have gone wrong with 
the scope. Not realizing this quickly 
enough caused a bit of frustration but 
eventually the fact entered the picture. 
We were now in possession of a 6400 
that would throw a shot about 1/2 MOA 
low in about 20 percent of the time. 
Since 20 percent is one shot in each 
group it was a problem indeed. Back to 
the factory for warranty work. 

Some time passed before the scope 
was returned. When the day arrived for 
the return of the scope the testing was 
eagerly resumed. 

One thing was apparent almost at 
once. The parallax adjustments were 
now on the mark. They were off 
oirginally. No big thing, but somewhat 
more convenient. It was not, however, 
the cause of the problem. 

The listing of possible parts and ad- 
justments carried check marks in 
several routine places revealing that 
the scope had been thoroughly 
checked. One part was also replaced. | 
turned out that this part can cause ver- 
tical movement in the scope if it is not 
working properly. Mine apparently was 
not. 

Range testing revealed that the 
problem of shifting impact had been 
corrected. The Redfield warranty had 
been met and the time of repair was 
reasonable. This is good to know in the 
event that such service is needed. 

It has been about six months since 
the scope returned. It has been used 
many times with no repeat of the 
original problem. With that in mind we 
can honestly complete the product test 
with good marks for this scope has 
been around the circuit. Presently it 
presides over a 6mm PPC and will stay 
there for it has proven itself to be a 
good scope. 

On the other side of the coin, we feel 
that a scope of this price, $249.20 
suggested retail, should have some 
means of attaching a sunshade. Lense 
caps should also appear for that many 
dollars. Neither end of the scope is 
threaded for these accessories so the 
only solution is to tape a tube over the 
scope. This must be done carefully so 
that parallax adjustments are free 
enough to be turned when switching 
from one range to another. A minor 
fault, indeed, yet one that would make a 
difference. 

Packed in a bright red _ styrene 
carrying case this scope makes a fine 
addition to the battery of the target or 
varmint shooter. It is available from 
your local Redfield dealer.

The term brisant probably refers to 
the amount of heat and pressure the 
primer produces. If an explosive acts 
more briskly it is more brisant. 

Homer Culver has corrected me on 
the number of the Winchester Primer 
we originally used in the Wasp. It was 
the Win. 215p. 

My suggestion would be to try them 
all starting with the CCI large bench- 
rest primer. As soon as you get 
satisfactory accuracy quit looking.

The Metallic Silhouette Matches will 
be covered in Precision Shooting when 
the results are made available for print- 
ing. The metallic silhouettes them- 
selves are made by the various clubs 
holding the shoots. 

According to reports from silhouette 
shooters, 1000 ft. Ibs. of bullet energy is 
necessary to knock over the sheep at 
500 meters. The .308 with 168 gr. HPBT 
bullets is probably the most popular 
caliber. The 7x57 with 162 or 168 HPBT 
bullets is also popular. These are about 


the lightest recoil rifles capable of ~ 


handling the sheep silhouette. The .280 
Rem. with 162 HPBT bullets will do the 
job and is being used by a fair number 
of shooters. 
| personally have used a 7 MM on the 
6 MM case with moderate success. My 
experience is limited since | began in 
1975. Since | am recoil sensitive, | am 
also experimenting with a 6.5 MM cal. 
on the same case hoping to cut recoil 
to a minimum. My rifles all have light 
triggers. The new 6.5s have Rem. 2 oz. 
triggers. However, some_ shooters 
prefer 1 Ib. to 1 1/2 Ib. triggers. Any 
safe trigger is within the rules.

SHOOTING TEST 
(Corbin Dies) 


We have talked about the steps 
necessary to make .224” bullets with 
the Corbin line. The proof is in the 
shooting. Although the amount of 
shooting with bullets made with Corbin 
dies has been limited, up to this point, 
we have fired a number of groups that 
indicate the ability of these bullets. 

Since our first introduction to these 
products a number of improvements 
have come along. For example: | in- 
dicated that Corbin supplied no ejec- 
tion frame which increases the produc- 
tion rate and makes the procedure a 
great deal more convenient. Now Dave 
Corbin has made available an ejector 
which fits his dies and some other 
bullet making dies. In addition, steps 
have been taken to improve the over-all 
effective heat treatment of dies and 
punches which will greatly improve die 
life with proper care. The outside finish 
has been improved. 

We have a set of 6 mm bullet dies on 
hand. Punch fit has been improved, as 
well as over-all finish. The problem of 
the punch pulling out while forming 
jackets (P.S., March 1976) has been 
overcome. The pin is now threaded into 
the base and tempering has been im- 
proved. The problems of initial 
production are being corrected. 

For our shooting test, we used a 
heavy benchrest rifle, chambered for 
.222S. Range conditions were 
something other than perfect with 
switching crosswinds and a very sporty 
headwind condition. To add to this, 
there were constant light changes. With 
all these excellent excuses for poor 
performance we proceed, expecting 
vertical groups. We are not disap- 
pointed. 


Some reference had to be 
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established, something to compare the 
test bullets against. A known bullet and 
load for the test rifle, which will perform 
in an excellent manner, was selected 
and three five shot groups were fired. 
They aggregated 315’. This was ac- 
ceptable based on range conditions 
and, frankly, somewhat better than ex- 
pected. 

We selected a lot of bullets made 
with jackets that had been formed from 
22 RF cases. This lot had been made up 
with molded cores which had been 
screened for uniform length before 
seating, and not reformed in the core 
forming die. Again, as in all tests three 
five shot groups were fired. The results 
were very disappointing, for we were 
hard pressed to hold one inch groups. 
Inspection of the bore indicated these 
bullets suffered from very soft jackets. 
We indicated in P.S. (March 1976) that 
we felt the annealing of the RF case 
was an item of major importance. These 
test bullet jackets were too soft be- 
cause they had been taken to too high 
a temperature for too long a period. No 
fault of the die, but rather the fault of 
the individual. 

The bore was cleaned before further 
tests were made. Again a group was 
fired with the known satisfactory load 
and bullets to establish rifle per- 
formance. This group was .285”. 

For the second test group series, we 
selected a lot that had been made up 
on Sierra .705” jackets, cores cut from 
wire and formed in the Corbin core 
forming die, 53 grain HP. The first 
group out of the gun was .280”. 
Aggregate for three groups was .355”. 

Next, a lot of 53 Gr. H.P. bullets, 
made up with Sierra jackets and 
molded, selected, cores — but without 


reforming in the core forming die, were 
tried after barrel cleaning. The best 
group was .400” with an aggregate of 
435”. 

The final test group was fired with a 
lot of bullets made with Sierra jackets 
with cores cut from lead wire but not 
reformed in the core forming die. These 
cores were selected for uniform length. 
The best group fired was .482” and an 
average for the three test groups was 
518”. 

Let it be understood that these test 
groups are far from conclusive or a 
complete indicator. Any tests in the 
handloading game in general, and- 
bench shooting in particular, must be 
conducted over an extended period of 
time to be a valid evaluation. Shooting 
conditions were far from ideal. Under 
perfect conditions | would expect better 
results. 

Acceptable bullets can indeed be 
produced with these dies for hunting 
and practice shooting. | should add that 
those bullets made from RF cases, 
although the test lot performed poorly, 
blew up with great force on contact 
with the plywood target backing board. 
If jackets are properly annealed to pre- 
vent stripping the jacket and ths bullet 


- performance is brought up to an ac- 


ceptable level, a good varmint bullet 
can be had. 

We expect to work with the improved 
6 mm dies and will give a report on 
their performance in the future. It is 
suggested that the handloader _in- 
terested in this sort of activity obtain a 
copy of the Corbin Handbook and 
catalog which gives full details of the 
Corbin line. The gunsmith will find a 
number of products which Corbin 
handles that are hard to come by in 
some areas: Lapping Oil, action lap, 
die-maker’s diamond lap, etc. Special 
order items are also listed. See Cor- 
bin’s ad in these pages.
